Flames hnvo renclind the freight yards 


of the Chicago ft Northwow orn railroad 
and whole trains of cars loaded with 
merchandise and prain era burning. 


The elegant residence of L. IT. Hodg a, 


a member of the chamber ol commerce, 
at Ninth and Cedar streets, two uiilcb 
from the big (Ire, has been destroyed. 


An alarm has just ruoji in—0.10—from 


tha house of corrntition. 


The gas works are burning fiercely and 


frequent explosions shake the city. 


Ttie lire department la using dynamite 


in its efforts to atop the advance of the 
llames. 


Several engines have been taken back 


to the point where the fire begun and 
are trying to keep the Hitmen from ent- 
ing their way north on EftBt Water 
fltreot. 


The wind is blowing a gale, which 


breaks the streams of water from the 
hoae into spray a few feet from the noa- 
ole. 


The firo is slowly eating its way toward 


tho Sentinel newspaper office and tho 
wealthy wholesale houses surrounding it. 


Many scones of the great fire at Chi- 


cago nre being re-enacted—dynamite 
explosions, lea pin 14 llauiee, crumbling 
•walls and wandering, homeless people. 


One fireman und an unknown woman 


are known to have been killed. 


A report has just come from the life 


saving station that four of a crew going 
up Broadway to auetat the firemen wer« 
buried by a falling wall at Weinel A 
Walter's machine shop. 


The light horse squadron and an in- 


fantry regiment had been called out to 
assist the police force iu guarding prop- 
erty. 


The fire is almost to tho border of Lake 


Michigan, 
destroying grain elevators 


and shipa in the river. 


It is rumored that lives were lost in 


Heebe & Kips' factory, as the employes 
had no time to escape. 


Up to 1 a.m. two dead hodles of fire- 


men had been brought to the morgue. 


Insurance men estimate tha mil ire loss 


will aggregate $0,000,000 to 11.13 p.m. 


The lire ia still spreading. 
About a dozen steamers and schooners 


have been removed f om the Milwaukee 
to the Kennickinnic river, where they 
are cut of harm's way. 


Tho fire started in a store occupied 


by the Union Ice company on Water 
street. 


As the three fires in various sections 


of the city had culled many engines out 
it was fifteen minutes before a response 
was madfi to the alarm from the corner 
of Detroit and East Water etreete. 
. In a short time BJVCD or eight btreams 
wero directed upon the flames. There 
were a eyries of explosions, but in half 
an hour alter the fire tug and a dozen 
enzines were plajing upon fire. 
' The belief was general that the fire 
was nnder control, but it burst out again 
with renewed fury. 


A gale was blowing fifty miles an 


honr, and driving the scorching heat and 
smoke and boiling oil out into the facet 
of the firemen, and then it got beyond all 
human efforts to stay it. 


At 7 o'clock e> big apholfltery factory, 


almost ft full block away, began to blaM. 


Tho firt. had started witti the wind 


northeast, but now verried almost due 
east. 


It Beamed as if mountains of fire rolled 


across Broadway. In an instant not a 
building on Kant Broadway 
flames and the next a rolling wave of fire 
awept across the street and descended 
on the bnildinga opposite, and in a 
moment they were wrapped in fUmf B. 


A thousand atnuma of water could n-it 


have stayed the conflagration in i 
march of destruction toward tho late. 


People in that part of the Third ward 


realized I hat their homos were doomed 
There was a Rlampedool residents hiU 
the Btreet, all armed with houeehnk 
utensils and bedding, and vehicles of ev 
OTV description were .carrying away thi 
hftlongingfl of people whose homea were 
Boon to be in rninn.

within half nn hour ot the time when the

Suddenly tha wind ewepl around as 


.ineipectedly as before, where it was 
when the first utarm rang In. 


It was now almo t due south, cutting 


)nt a broad avenue of detraction toward 
ba Milwaukee river and Lake Michigan. 


In ite path lay the big freight sheds 


md yards of the Chicago & Northwest- 
ern railroad, which together witb the 
roundhouse and its valuable con tent a of 
oiling stock soon spread all over the 
yards, burning freight cars and every- 
thing before it. 


Having cut its path over to Jackson 


street from Broadway the fire was now 
'allowing the south wind down Broad- 
Fay, down Jell'ersou street, down Mil- 
waukee street, alooic Broadway, when it 
wept to the Walael & Bolter munufac- 
aring company's plant,
